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KEEP DOWN THE TAX LOAD 


Ottawa is said to be worrying about 
the drop in revenue, and wondering how 
an extra $100,000,000 per year can be 
taken out of the pockets of Dominion 
taxpayers without seriously affecting in- 
dustry, employment and business gener- 
ally. 

If the Ministers are puzzling over that 
conundrum they may as well give it up 
and devote their attention to something 
practical; for the thing simply can’t be 
done. Any such sum drawn from the 
working capital of the country under pre- 
sent conditions would produce results 
which would be felt, in the curtailment of 
the public buying power and the hindrance 
of an improvement in the business situa- 
tion. 

The Government, and the public, should 
reconcile themselves to the facts of the 
case, and not try or expect to make the 
federal income equal to the outgo in a 
time of depression, An increase in the na- 
tional debt is inevitable; and will be the 
fault neither of the present nor of the 
former Government, The time to collect 
more taxes and pay off the deficit will be 
when times improve and the taxpayers 
have the means with which to pay. 


THE “DEBATE” 


In the legislature the debate on the 
address lasted more than a week, twenty- 
eight members contributing to make it 
the longest on record. 

That does not suggest any likelihood 
that the legislature will adopt Mr. 
Duggan’s proposal that this regular fix- 
ture be dispensed with and that at future 
sessions the members plunge directly into 
a discussion of the budget. That half the 
members considered it worth while to 
take the opportunity thus afforded to 
present their views on things in general 
is evidence that the debate is not a mere 
formality but that it is a practically 
useful part pf the sessional program. 

It is a mistaken notion that the time 
spent in this free-for-all review of con- 
ditions is time wasted. Most of these 
twenty eight speeches would have been 
made anyway, at some stage in the pro- 
ceedings, and there are advantages in 
having them made before the house gets 
down to the details of legislation and 
business. 

A good many criticisms of Government 
policy have thus been placed on record 
when that could be done without delaying 
the study of an important bill or dis- 
tracting attention from some specific 
item of business. And the members have 
gained a sense of the temper of the house 
and an understanding of each other's 
ideas, which they would not otherwise 
have had when the legislative and business 
program is taken up. 

e debate is probably a time saver 
rather than a time waster. It brings out 
information as to public conditions at the 
opening of a session, and gives each mem- 
ber some estimate of the quality and atti- 
tude of many other members. ‘The debate 
this year has covered a wide range, has 
not been particularly marked by post-elec- 
tion bitterness, and the speeds have been 
generally worth the making. Better pro- 
gress with the real work of the session 
should be made because of this general 
exchange of views at the outset. 


AFTER TWELVE YEARS 


A couple of weeks ago it was announced 
at Paris that negotiations between France 
and Italy looking to the limitation of 
naval construction had broken down, and 
thet each country is free to proceed to 
build whatever number and kind of war- 
ships it may choose to think it needs and 
can afford, 

The underlying meaning of this is that 
if one country builds the other will build, 
in the same or greater proportion. The 
stage is thus cleared of ail diplomatic 
hindrances and treaty restraints, in readi- 
ness for a navy~building race in the 
Mediterranean. That the race will occur 
there is hardly any room to doubt. 

And last week the First Lord of the 
British Admiralty stated: “We are doing 
our best to get Yrance and Italy to adhere 
to the principles of limitation, But if we 
are unable to do that we shall have to 
reconsider our position.” | 

Which means that if France and Italy 
proceed to the competitive construction 
of warships, Great Britain will consider 
itself released from treaty obligations

and proceed to build what ships may seem 
to be required to protect British interests 
in the new situation, 

It will be recalled that at the London 
conference last spring Great Britain, the 
United States and Sapen bound them- 
selves to definite restrictions as to naval 
construction. France and Italy refused to 
accept restrictions, The upshot was an 
agreement that should these two coun- 
tries go beyond certain limits the other 
three would be freed of their self-imposed 
restraints and could also build as they 
might see fit. 

If Britain finds itself thus constrained 
to repudiate the treaty, and proceeds to 
unrestricted building, the United States 
and Japan will be free to do the same, 
and will exercise their freedom as the 
circumstances seem to them to require. 

Thus at the end of twelve years of 
treaty-making in the interests of peace, 
the world faces at the present moment the 
very imminent prospect of a _ general 
resumption of the competitive navy- 
building which engaged the energies and 
consumed the vitality of the nations in 
the years preceding the war. The Treaty 
of Versailles, the Locarno convention, the 
League of Nations, the Kellogg Pact, the 
World Court, and the Treaty of London 
notwithstanding. 

Very evidently if peace is to be pre- 
served in this world something more will 
have to be accomplished than the farming 
of agreements and the fabricating of 
machinery. The limitation of armaments, 
as a preventive of war and of war menace, 
has broken down. The world is not 
threatened today because armaments are 
excessive, but because two nations in 
Europe are jmbued with the spirit that 
creates armaments for the purpose of 
fighting. It is on the “front” of inter- 
national feeling that the war against war 
will have to be fought. 


40 Years Ago Today

The announcement that a general election will 
occur on March 5th is a surprise to the whole coun- 


try, There is no doubt that the sudden call to 
political battle is of great advantage to the admin- 
istration. Possession in this case is the usual nine 
points of the law, and the tenth point can best be 
carried by a rush, If there are dissensions 1 the 
cabinet they can ¢asily be smoothed over for the 


short month between now and election day, especially 
in the face of a common danger. If scandals regard- 
ing public works are impending the election will be 
over before an investigation can be made. If the ex- 
penditure has outrun the revenue, the balance sheet 
will not have to be shown until long after all the 
members are once more firmly in their seats. On 
general principles the government of the day has 
everything to gain and nothing to lose by an un- 
expected and hurried election, At the same time, in 
view of the fact that the members were secure in 
their seats, and the government as secure in office, 
for a full year more, it is probable that something 
more than the general advantage of an unexpected 
contest caused the present early dissolution, It is 
tolerably certain that the Manitoba school question 
and the trade question were the actual causes of the 
sudden election.

In a number of disorders blood may seep out of 
the smaller blood vessels and be deposited in patches 
under the skin. This is called purpura, and ib a 
term used to cover many conditions where there is « 
hemorrhagic tendency. ‘These hemorrhages usually 
occur just under the surface of the skin or mucous 
membranes, but they may occur even in the interior 
of the vital organs. 

The most severe hemorrhages usually occur in 
the nose, the bowels or the kidneys. The spots may 
vary in size from small spots called petechiae to 
large areas called ecchymoses. At first the spots 
are a bright red, later becoming darker, and finally 
may become brown stains. The stains do not fade 
upon pressure. 

Purpura seems to be caused by virulent toxins in 
the system, for it is often induced by such poisons 
as snake venom, copaiba, belladonna, elc,, as well as 
in such diseases as scurvy, rheumatism, Hodgkin's 
disease, smallpox, typhus fever, cirrhosis of the liver, 
Bright's disease, etc, 

Purpura is most often met with in young delicate 
persons, especially girls. It seems most likely that 
when purpura is not related to scurvy, and there- 
fore not caused by deficiency of vitamin C, it 
brought on by excessive toxins in the system. ‘The 
cleansing diet regimen will produce very favorable 
results in the majority of cases of this trouble, 

Hemophilia is a disease which is some respects 
resembles purpura but occurs in the male sex only. 
It seems to be caused by a deficiency in the walls of 
the blood vessels and a lack of the fibrin ferment 
which is usually secreted when the wall of the blood 
vessel is injured. 

This disease is usually serious, and most of its 
victims die during childhood; only about one-eighth 
of the cases grow up to manhool. The disease is here- 
ditary and is transmitted by females. Consequently 
the women of a family where there has been a his- 
tory of hemophilia should not bear children, ‘The 
males, even though suffering from this disease, may 
freely marry, as il seems to be transmitted only by 
women. 

The principal treatment must be in the line of 
preventing injuries. The patient must also avold 
operations and avoid active games and use unusual 
precautions against accidents. Contrary to popular 
opinion, needle punctures do not a5 a rule bleed. 
Sometimes a hemorrhage may occur without injury, 
especially from the nose and mucous membranes, al- 
though slight bruises in other cases will cause hem- 
«rrhages into the tissues, especially the joints and 
synovial membranes. The blood escapes from the 
very small blood vessels but often in such large 
quantities as to cause death quickly, 

When bleeding occurs the hemorrhages should be 
stopped by the applications of styptics, pressure, and 
cold. Suprarenal extract and the use of calcium 
salts also seems to be helpful. ‘The treatment dieteti- 
cally is to place the paticnt on a fruit fast of one 
to two weeks, followed by a balanced diet rich in pro- 
teins and calcium foods with also large quantities of 
gelatin.

William IV, third son of George III, succeeded his 
brother, George IV, on the throne of England in 
1830, thé same year that Greece offered its throne 
to Leopold, son of the Duke of Saxe-Coburg-Saalfield, 

Leopold didn’t want to be king of Greece. He re- 
jected the offer. The next year, however, he con- 
sented to become the ruler of the Beigians, who had 
separated from Holland in 1830. He took the title 
of Leopold I, 

Leopold was a good monarch, faithfully adhering 
to popular and constitutional rights. His people pros- 
pered. In 1836, thinking that he had his job ex- 
tremely well in hand, he decided to pay a visit to 
his cousin, William IV, in London, 

William received him coldly. He was very angry, 
indeed, that Leopold should have come to England. 
However, he was angry at that time with nearly 
everyone. An agreeable monarch et the start of his 
reign, he had finally become a very disagreeable one. 
The truth was, his mental condition was bad,

WEAR AND TEAR 


The term was first used in the 
bearing of it that IT wish to em- 
phasize by Dr. &. Weir Mitchell, a

nervous disorders, nothing organi- 
cally wrong, but working badly, and 
by no means wholly or solely 
through the fault of the victims, 

Yet, except for those extremely 
disposed to these trying disqualifi- 
cations, a kindly fairy with a magic 
wand commanding fate could ar- 
range a life so carefree that the 
breakdown would be avoided, It is 
all a question of how much wear 
and tear you can stand, And your 
endurance record may be quite dif- 
ferent for different orders of strain 
Titness, disappointments, grief, 
tragedy, accident, unhappy love af- 
fairs, care of children, financial re- 
verses, poverty, overwork, up- 
stream fighting and just plain hard 
luck are all wear and tear, 


Keeping Mentally Fit

What bowls you over may but 
slightly affect another who suc- 
cumbs to what you can stand, Quite 
commonly it is a cumulative load 
that breaks the camel's back. It is 
when things come together that 
the wear and tear takes its toll; 
and the time element tells, A 
shock is often less disastrous than 
a long strain 

Just the wear and tear of trying 
circumstances centering, it may be 
about a major shock, accounts for 
that great army of hundreds of 
thousands of victims of neuroses in 
our population. Had life been just 
a little easier, fate a little kinder, 
strains not quite so constant, they 
could have weathered the storm. 

Yet disposition to such break- 
down counts heavily; what is a tidal 
wave to one is hardly more than a 
squall to another nervously more 
seaworthy. 

The other decisive factor is the 
power of recuperation. It is simply 
amazing what some constitutions 
can stand physically and come 
through, almost the same applies 
to psychic misfortune, But there 
the quality and discipline of the in- 
dividual tell; the brave and the 
well-controlled come back, They 
may succumb again when the dis- 
asters pile up; but they recover. So 
the next best and perhaps the first 
best gift of any fairy to the nervous- 
ly disposed is the power of recuper- 
ation, But as there are no fairies, 
courage and patience must take 
their place. LAtfe ts just one thing 
after another; we are subject to 
wear and tear.

Liberalism 
y GLENN FRANK... 


Yesterday I spoke of five major 
assumptions that were the founda- 
tion of the old political Mberalism 
that is today so sadly in éclipse. 

Today I want to speak of what 


seems to me the weak spots in these 
assumptions, for until we frankly 
face these weak spots in the old 
Uberalism we cannot hope to make 
headway in that revision of political 
liberalism which seems to me one 
of the crying needs of our genera- 
tion, 

(1) The old liberalism assumes 
that conflicting interests can be re- 
conciled if the representatives of 
these conflicting interests can be 
brought together to talk things out, 
Free discussion is looked upon as a 
kind of cure-all by the old liberal- 
ism. When we come to revise our 
political liberalism we shall have to 
take more fully into account the 
fact---proved by the findings of psy- 
chological research and by day-to- 
day experience—that ancestry, habit, 
suggestion, tradition, personal or 
class interest, and a score of other 
things play a bigger part in deter- 
mining the average man's political 
opinion than reason does. 

(2) The old liberalism assumes 
that the majority is capable of 
sound decision on public questions 
through the norma] processes of 
campaign discussion and balloting, 
When we come to revise our political 
liberalism we shall have to take more 
fully inte account the staggering re- 
cord of misjudgment that the ma- 
jority has to its discredit. We must 
assess the power of mass or mob 
psychology that all-too often sways 
the majority. 

(3) The old liberalism assumes 
that the majority of voting citizens 
will settle issues in terms of social 
justice and social effectiveness, 
When we come to revise our political 
liberalism we shall have to take 
more fully into account the fact 
that the votes of millions of men 
and women are dictated far more 
by personal interests than by social 
considerations, 

(4) The old liberalism assumes 
that democratic institutions—if they 
embody free discussion, universal 
suffrage, and representative govern- 
ment—enable the majority to put 
into operation the will of the people, 
as determined by rational considera- 
tion and moral judgment of the 
issues before it. When we come to 
revise our political liberalism we 
shall have to take more fully into 
account the tragic failures of exist- 
ing representative government to 
translate the best judgment of the 
best brains of the nation into policy 
and law.

Accoding to the Financial Post 
Survey Business Year book (1931) 
and Dominion reports to hand, I 
find the following amazing and un- 
believable facts re us debt ridden 
Canadians, The gross or grand 
total listed debt of Canada, ublic 
and private is the stupendous sum 
Of $18,429,864,162 of which $6,375,- 
533,000 1s held by foreigners as fol- 
lows: U.S., $3,881,145,000 or 61 per 
cent; British, $2,244,066,000 or 35 
per cent; other countries, $250,342,- 
000 or 4 per cent. 

The population of Canada at 
present Js approximately 10,000,000 
souls, so there ts a debt for each 
man, woman and child in Canada 
of $1,843 or $9,215 for the average 
family. 

The interest on the above indebt- 
edness (conservatively estimated) 
at 7 per cent payable annually 
would be the astounding and unbe- 
Mevable sum of $1,290,090,491 or 
$129 per capita or $645 for each of 
Canada's 2,000,000 homes. 

The debt increased during 1930 
by $745,000,000 while the total 
wealth of the nation decreased 
from  $31,450,000,000 (1930) to 
$28,940,000,000 (1931) or $2,510,- 
000,000. The above figures show 
the average family’s wealth has 
been deflated during the past year 
to the tune of $1,253, 

Economists tell us that interest 
is paid double by the consumer; so 
the amount levied on the Canadian 
consuming public is 2 times $1,290,- 
090,491 or $2,580,180,942. 

The grand total net roduction or 
the value that should be left in the 
producers’ hands, after deducting 
costs consumed in the process of 
production is $5,273,891,566. De- 
ducting $2,560,180,042 as interest 
there is left $2,773,891 ,566. 

Canadian financiers have almost 
$2,000,000,000 invested in foreign 
industry, ernment bonds, ete.

DRY SHAMPOOS FOR OILY HA. 


Hair specialists have discovered that 
frequent washing and brushing have 
a tendency to increase the greasiness | 


of excessively olly hair, so that other 
means of cleansing have been evolved 

Of course, soap-and-water sham- 
poos must be had at regular intervals 
of a few weeks, but oily hair usually 
becomés dull and unmanageable if it 


} is not cleansed at least every seven | 


days, This weekly cleansing may be 
accomplished with the ald of 
powdered mixture, white of egg, or by 
using a quick drying 


hair. The powders, however, are usu- 
ally safer and easier to use at home 
than the liquid, and there are a num- 
ber of standard recipes for them 

The simplest recipe calls for equal 
parts of white cornmeal and powdered 
orris root, Or one may use one part 
of powdered orris root and eight parts 
ot ordinary white flour that has been 
thoroughly dried by heating in an 
oven; do not scorch it, however. 

A more elaborate, sweetly scented 
dry shampoo powder may be made by 
mixing three ounces of powdered orris 
root, five ounces of starch with fif- 
teen drops oi] of lemon and fifteen 
drops of bergamot, 

Shampoo powders should be sifted 
through the hair and left undisturbed 
for half an hour. Then they are care- 
fully brushed out with a clean stiff 
brush covered with gauze. Replace the 
gauze with a fresh piece when it be- 
comes soiled. When used on auburn 
hair, a little cinnamon may be added 
to the cleansing powder 

After all the powder has been re- 
moved from the hair go over the scalp 
and hair with a pledget of gauze- 
covered absorbent cotton moistened in 
a suitable scalp lotion, An astringent 
lotion may be used on olly scalps 
Here is a simple recipe: Four ounces 
cologne water, on€ ounce white bay 
rum, one-half dram spirit of rose- 
mary. 

When hair is blonde or white and 
very oily a white of egg shampoo onet 
a week or oftener is recommended 
Beat the whites of two eggs very light 
and add one-half teaszoonful of salt 
Rub the mixture through the hair 
and when it has dried brush it out 
thoroughly. It the hair has a natural 
curl it may be set into waves while 
wet with the egg. After the dried egg 
has been brushed, the hair is light 
and fluffy. This shampoo is not suit- 
able for dark hair

Hoist Debate Until Suitable Resolution Can) 


be Drafted—Labor Member Moves 
for Action 


An interprovineial conference to dis- - 


cuss the whole question of unemploy- 
ment likely will be requested by Alber- | 
ta, according to a statement made in 
the legislature on Wednesday by Pre- 
mier J. E. Brownlee during a discus- 
sion on a resolution moved by Andrew 
Smeaton, Labor, Lethbridge, asking 
that the house approve of the prin- 
ciple of unemployment insurance and 
that “steps should be taken in con- 
junction with the dominion authori- 
ties for the immediate inauguration of 
such a scheme.” 

The prem‘er stated that he had 
banded into the clerk of the legislative 
assembly a resolution asking for the 
endorsation of the house in calling 
such a conference 
NSURANCE SCHEME. 

He also stated that during the cur- 
rent session the government would in- 
troduce a bill, based to some extent on 
the principle of unemployment insur- 
ance, seeking to spread over a number | 
of years the expenditures rendered ne- 
cessary in a period of emergent de- 
pression such as the province was at 
present passing through, 

Discussion of Mr, Smeaton’s resolu- 
tion occupied the attention of the 
house for a large part of the afternoon 
and in the end the matter was ad- 
journed indefinitely on the motion of 
Premier Brownlee in order that lead- 
ers of various groups could get togeth- 
er and draft a resolution meeting with 
the desires of the original and yet 
proving acceptable to other groups 

In advocating this, the premier said 
that unanimous action on such a sub- 
ject was greatly to be desired 

Opening his remarks, Mr. Smeaton | 
read from the journal of the Bankers’ 
association to show that the unem- 
ployment situation was acute, He 
then proceeded to state that machin- 
ery was having the effect of driving 
people into cellars and into unemploy- 
ment camps, which were not much 
better, 

He claimed that no machine was 
ever introduced unless it saved labor 
and that statistics showed beyond 
doubt that when sueh substitution and 
teplacement took place, nine men 
were displaced and one was retained 
MANY OTHERS HIT, 

The unemployment problem had de- 
veloped hand in hand with the indus- 
trial system, but whereas on occasions 
men displaced by machinery had been 
absorbed by new industry this was 
not the case today, Since 1921 the 
development of the automatic machine 
and mass production had led the peo- 
ple into a condition that would have 
been believed impossible 10 or 15 years 
ago. No industry could escape the 
advance of the machine Office 
workers and others were feeling the 
effects of development in this line. 

Musicians, railway workers, trades 
unionists and other workers were all 
feeling the pinch of the advance of 
machinery, On all sides production 
was increasing while the workers were 
going under, The same held good in 
agriculture, 

A report by Rt. Hon. J. H. Thomas, 
P.C., and tabled in the British parlia- 
ment quoted him as stating that from | 
1920 to 1929 a total of $90,000,000 had 
been spent on roads and wages in Bri- 
tain, but even this stupendous amount 
had given no permanent solution to

GIVES REPORT ON 


ALBERTA BEERS

Rumors have reached us regarding the Quality of Alberta Beers 
and in order to settle the question, samples were taken out of 
Distributors Ltd. stock and sent to Dr. James A. Kelso, Provincial 
Analyst, University of Alberta. The following four questions

In my opinion all of the Beers are of better quality than pre- 
war product, which was often cloudy. Beers tested by me 
during past year are much more uniform in strength, extract, 
etc., than those before the war. 

(3) 
1 would consider the Beers wholesome in every way and free 
from deterious constituents. 

(A) 
Judging from the forcing test all samples of bottle goods 
tested are efficiently pasteurized. The freezing test shows 
the Beer of satisfactory keeping qualities, with proper 
elimination of such proteins as are thrown out of solution by 
low temperatures. The draft Beer, not being pasteurized, 
could not be subjected to forcing or freezing test, and I con- 
sider samples of such Beer properly matured and of satis- 
factory keeping qualities if kept under correct conditions. 


“The bottle liquors, with exception of the Porter and 
Stout were given a forcing and freezing test. This 
is done by keeping the Beer at temperature of 90 to 
100 degrees for one week, then freezing solid and 
thawing in chipped ice. In all the samples there was 
neither cloudiness or any sediment, tests showing 
perfectly clear.”
